MR. LANES SUGGESTIONS 


Tile letter written by Franklin W. 


Lane after the operation which was 
followed by his death has attracted a 
great deal of attention and will as­ 
suredly be the subject of much com­ 
ment. 
It was a remarkable picture of 
the mind of a remarkable man walk­ 
ing in the shadow of death. 
The day 
before undergoing the operation Mr. 
Lane write a letter to Dr. John H. Fin­ 
ley, of New York, now with the New 
York Times, which is also replete with

Of the two sug­
